The one whose grain Is still u n ­ 
threshed has b een pu t to the trou b le of stacking It, 
and later 
on he 
m u st 
handle It a second time in 
threshing. Then, u nless he b e ready to sell, he mu M. 
either du m p it Into his own b ins or hire storage space 
in an elevator. If 
the former, he 
m u st u ltimately 
shovel It ou t again Into tru cks or wagons and hau l it 
to town—another handling. 
He Ls aLso losing Inter­ 
est on his money all the while. 
It will take a m a­ 
terial advance In price b etween now and next winter 
to make u p for these things. 
On the whole, Neb raska farm ers have little to com­ 
plain of this season. They raised a fairly good crop 
and they are receiving u nu su ally high prices right at 
harve.st time. The m arketing prob lem is b y no means 
an acu te one. so far as 1929 produ ction Is concerned. 


THE McKELVIE 
APPOINTMENT. 


Appointment of Former Governor S. R. McKelvie es 
a memb er of the newly-created Hoover farm b oard 
will gratify the people of Neb raska. 
Mr. McKelvie u nderstands farming. 
He spent his 
b oyhood u pon a farm and performed all of the in ­ 
nu m erab le tasks which fell to the lot of the b oys of 
tha t day. His father was a su ccessfu l farm er of long 
experience and for many years operated a model farm 
em b racing the acreage which he homesteaded. 
The 
senior McKelvie was one of those u nsu al types of pio­ 
neer 
agricu ltu ralists who cou ld 
adapt 
himself to 
(., , ’^^<1 extended twenty days after, 
changing condltlon.s. 
W hat was proved valu ab le In - 
the experim ental work of agricu ltu ral colleges was 


DOG DAYS. 
Little attention is paid at the present tim e to "dog 
days," b u t when men and women who are now on the 
shady side of fifty were b oys and girls the term had 
a meaning Ju st as distinct as tha t applied to any oth­ 
er season of the year. Dog days were su pposed to b e­ 
gin ab ou t Au gu st 1, and continu e for forty days; and 
they were days of fearfu l portent, du ring which al- 
mast anything w’as liab le to happen. 
It was du ring 
that period tha t dogs were more apt to go mad than 
at any other tim e and it was considered really dan­ 
gerou s to go in swimming, for the water was apt to 
b e poisonou s. 
Every old b oy rememb ers that. 
The origin of dog days dates b ack into rem otest an ­ 
tiqu ity and the term comes from Siriu s, the so-called 
"dog star,” the b rightest star In the heavens, which Is 
situ ated in the mou th of the constellation, canls m a­ 
jor. 
The ancients reckoned their dog days from the 
heliacal rising of this sta r; tha t Ls, from the date 
when the dog star rose ju st b efore the rising of the 
su n. 
Dog days b egan twenty days b efore this date 


u tilized to advantage u pon the McKelvie farm. 
From the standpoint of b ackgrou nd, training and 
ab ility, then, President Hoover made a most splendid 
choice when he picked Mr. McKelvie to complete the 
m emb ership of the farm b oard. 
More than that the 
president gave recognition to a s(?ction which it was 
feared might b e overlooked. 
Mr, McKelvie Is essen­ 
tially a westerner. He has spent his life in the heart 
of w hat Is the greatest wheat produ cing region in 
the world. 
There Is no area, even In the western 
provinces of Canada, which raises more wheat than 
is garnered from the fields in K ansas and Neb raska. 
ThUi year the two states will produ ce nearly as mu ch 
as all of the western half of Canada, owing to the 
extreme drou th conditions there. 
It will b ecome evident b efore the farm b oard has 
fu nctioned m any m onths there are as many conflict­ 
ing interests in agricu iyire as b etween farm ing and 
Indu stry. 
T hat Is one reason why the farm er has 
never b een 
ab le to organize. 
The cotton grower, so 
far as economic interests are concerned, has little In 
common with the 
wheat raiser. 
The 
commercial 
fru it Indu stry Is not concerned with 
the 
prob lems 
which confront the corn b elt. 
The livestock farm er 
may find high grain prices greatly to his detrim ent in 
the event tha t he has to b u y his feed. 
Ex-Oovemor McKelvie will speak for 
the 
wheat 
raisers of America. 
More correctly he will speak for 
tha t large element of farm ing popu lation which gains 
Its livelihood b y raising grain—wheat, corn, oats, b ar­ 
ley and rye. 
They 
have a commu nity of Interest 
which may or may not l>e antagonistic to others b e­ 
longing to the diversified Indu stry of agricu ltu re. 
First slated to b ecome secretary of agricu ltu re u n ­ 
der President Hoover. Mr McKelvie declined appoint­ 
m ent at the tim e b ecau se of the state of his health. 
It was with 
extreme 
relu ctance tha t he yielded to 


rising of the dog star was su pposed 
to b e the occasion of the extreme heat and the dis­ 
eases incidental to those days, b u t it Is nov known to 
have b een b y mere accident tha t the risl.ig of the 
star coincided with the hottest season of the year in 
the time of those old astronom ers. 
In tha t early day 
the year was compu ted from the heliacal rising of 
Siriu s, which coincided w ith the time when the Nile 
was at Its greatest haight. 
The Romans considered Siriu s a star of evil omen, 
and It has held tha t repu tation 
down 
throu gh the 
ages, thou gh of cou rse all tha t Is now of the past, ex- 
■ept among ignorant or su persltlciis people. 
Never­ 
theless the old tim ers are more cau tiou s than u su al 
du ring "dog days.” 
According to tradition a cu t is 
more apt to fester and cau se b lood poisoning while 
the dog star ru les and one is weaker and less ab le 
to wlth.stand disease. 
In this latitu de, to b e su re, dog days constitu te the 
most enervating period of the year. 
They come as 
m e climax of the heated season, when many feel that 
they are going mad. w hether they are or not; and 
traditionally dog days su perindu ced Insanity, 
Bu t 
the heliacal rising of Siriu s has nothing to do with 
conditions, so the old tim e terror tha t we knew in ou r 
childhood has vanished forever. 


DISCREDITING A REFORM. 
The most seriou s m istake which Franklin Roosevelt 
has made since b ecoming governor of New York is hl.s 
implied criticism of the Bau mes laws in connection 
with the prl.son ou tb reaks 
By expressing the opinion 
that the convicts had b ecome em b ittered b ecau se of 
the severe jienaltles meted ou t % accordance with 
the laws he is merely nu rsing theli^ grievance. 
The figu res of crime fu rnish indispu tab le proof 
that the Bau mes laws have b een of inestimab le b ene­ 
fit to New York state in cu rb ing lawlessness. 
In a 
little less than two years, rob b eries and holdu ps have 
b een redu ced 100 per cent, while other crimes have 
decreased. 
It was the pu rpose of the Bau mes laws 
to reach the hab itu al law b reaker 
While the penal­ 
ties for certain types of crime are made more severe, 
the Bau mes code alms to pu t the "repeater” b ehind 
the b ars and keep him there so tha t It will b e im ­ 
possib le for him to continu e his lawlessness. 
The 


I hardened crim inal left New York 
He did not care to

Greenleaf Explains Doug­ 
las County Assessment 
Figures. 


Explanations In regard to Olla 
year's tax assessment of Douglas 
county were given to the state 
board of equalization bv County As­ 
sessor Sam Greenleaf and his dep­ 
uty. Jo? C. Btollnski, at a special 
hearing Wednesday forenoon, which 
cleared up some of the apparent 
discrepancies which had been noted 
in the assessor's report. 
The board also listened to spokes­

Attorney General Sorensen s opin­ 
ion. holding thai all corporations 
using public highways and exercis­ 
ing powers of eminent domain are 
properly subject to franchise taxa­ 
tion. wa* read bv Tax Commissioner 
Scott at the direction of Governor 
Weaver, chairman of the board Mr. 
Sorensen was present as the equali­ 
zation body's legal adviser 
Attorney George a. Lee, on behalf 
of

iowa-Nebraska

Power Co and the Interstate Power 
Co., declared that if a franchise tax 
were to be levied It should be on 
the 
basis of net earnings; ana 
whatever value the board might fix 
for taxation should also be allowed 
as a basis for earnings, he con­ 
tended. 
“This must be considered as a tax 
on property, and not on the priv­ 
ilege oi doing business," Mr Lee as­ 
serted.

Others 
who took the trouble to stack the wheat, and later 
to thresh and store it. failed to receive as much as 
did the ones who got rid of it at once 
However. In 
some seas.ms the reverse is true 
While It is possible that the great rush of wheat lo 
market now in program ha* brought down the price 
a few cents per buahel, the fact remains that farm­ 
ers who sold It have got very good cash return*—far 
better than ti icy expected two months ago and con- 
etdernbly better than the average during the last five 
yrars. 
The market seems to have been In a state of panic, 
due to the imminence of crop failure in Canada and 
unfavorable conditions in

countries 
Buyers 
have been bidding frantically against each other to 
secure the offerings in sight.. 
The spectre of world 
famine has been frightening nations that do not pro­ 
duce sufficient breadstuffs to feed their own people 
and great quantities of new wheat have already been 
purchased to supply their needs.
